Wilson and his official party aboard, arrived off Brest shortly after noon today. 
The convoy of American warships was entering the harbor as this was 
cabled. 
At 1:10 the George Washington entered the harbor and steamed slowly 
toward h er anchorage. 
Instead of the presidential salute being fired by all 
the 
warships, 
aa 
planned in the original program, the George Washington steamed between 
the double line of battle craft in the midst of the most impressive silence. 
The shore batteries previously had saluted the President as the liner en­ 
tered the harbor. 
The official tug bearing the party of officials who will fleet 
welcome the President drew alongside the ship at 2 p. rn. 
Twenty-six American destroyers dashed out of the harbor this morning 
to join the squadron of dreadnaughts and destroyers from England in con­ 
voying President Wilson into port. 
The drizzle of rain which had continued for several days ceased with the 
first break of day. 
At the same time the blanket of fog over the harbor be­ 
gan to lift, revealing the gaily decorated craft and the grey, encircling hills, 
which served as a fram e for the brilliant picture. The city is picturesque in 
, its holiday attire of flags and bunting. 
The President’s lucky number appeared to be made doubly lucky by the 
fact that this is Friday, the thirteenth, and there was every prospect the 
weather would do its part in providing the proper setting for the historic 
event when for the first time in history a president of the United States will 
! set foot on foreign soil. 
President Wilson will be able to talk with American headquarter* In 
Coblenz if he desires. 
The signal corps last night completed installation of 
a special telephone line from Brest to Coblenz. 
It is nearly 1000 miles long 
1 —the longest single circuit in Europe. 
It runs by way of Chaumont and Treves. 
In the first conversation over 
the v/ire Captain Lawrence, chief signal officer, talked with Operator Helman 
of New York, stationed in Coblenz. 
At the conclusion of the test Helman 
asked the captain to “give my regards to Broadway.” 
Later Major Blanck at Brest talked with headquarters of the Third army 
at Coblenz. 
The new circuit is part of the great American system which now totals 
more than 215,000 kilometers (122.315 miles). 
It includes a direct wire from 
A m e r i c a n main headquarters at Chaumont to Lonaon. 
As the liner completed her historic voyage, a launch bearing the official 
welcoming party shot alongside. 
In it were Col. House, Gen. Bliss, Gen, 
Pershing. Admiral Benson, Admiral Wilson and the Prsident’s daughter, Miss 
Margaret. 
They remained aboard until the President and his personal party came 
ashore. 
The President and Mrs. Wilson left the George Washington In a tug 
flying th e presidential flag. 
As they neared the landing slip the warships 
and shore batteries fired a salute of 21 guns. and a band struck up “The l u r 
Spangled Banner.” 
The brilliant sunlight brought the huge replica of the

THE GRAND JURY 


The grand jury is an ancient and 
honorable institution, with a useful­ 
ness that varies considerably in ac­ 
cordance with the inclinations of the 
grand jurors and the laws under which 
they operate. 


Here in California, the grand jury I 
h a s been looked upon often as a kind 
of an obsolete affair, a relic that was 
handed down from the Dark Ages or 
foisted upon California by law-makers 
w ho had not yet been able to forget 
th e way they did things "back East." 
T here have been so many grand juries 
th a t did nothing, so many grand jury 
Investigations that got nowhere, so 
m any sarcastic things said about how 
little a grand jury recommendation 
am ounts to, that a good many people 
have begun to look upon a grand jury j 
a s something to be endured rather j 
th an as a useful, competent body. 


Orange County has been fortunate in 
having uniformly good grand juries, 
composed of conscientious, holiest citi­ 
zens, willing to meet whatever respon­ 
sibilities were placed upon them. They 
have studied the county government 
as best they could and have brought 
forth many recommendations of value. 
Coming fresh from the farms and busi­ 
ness houses of the county, they have 
sometimes been able to point out to

The members of the present grand 
Jury, good citizens all, desired that 
their efforts should count for some­ 
thing.

affairs in order to go through the mo­ 
tions of being on the grand jury, they 
naturally felt a chagrin creeping upon 
them when they realized how little a

Fortunately they have hit upon a 
plan that ought to bring results. 
The 
grand jury adjourned until tip* middle 
of February, at which time it will 
again convene and go over its report 
submitted yesterday in the superior 
court.

Tbs filing of the report of the 
grand jury, which report ie pub* 
liehed herewith in full, did not 
bring about 
an 
immediate dis­ 
charge of the grand jury, as has 
hitherto been the method of pro* 
cedure. 
Yesterday when the report was 
presented by the grand jury to 
Judge Thomas, the foreman, L. H. 
Wallace, said that it was the de­ 
sire of the grand jury that it be not 
discharged but that it adjourn to 
some date in February. 
There was no mention as to why 
the grand jury desired to remain a 
constituted body, but there is no ques­ 
tion as to what it proposes. 
This grand jury has found a number 
of instances in which reports of grand 
Juries amounted to nothing. Conditions 
were reviewed, a report with recom­ 
mendations made, the grand jury dis­ 
charged and its report 
and 
recom­ 
mendations soon forgotten. 
It was with a desire to see certain 
things done that the grand jury de­ 
cided to hold over until February. It 
adjourned yesterday until 
February 
17, and it will hold no meeting between 
now and that time unless the court or 
the foreman calls it together. On Feb- j 
ruary 17, the report flied 


The grand Jury that yesterday 
submitted a report to Judge Thom­ 
as found that the Orange county 
court house has become too small 
for handling the county’s business 
in a bueiness-like way. 
That same discovery was first 
made some few years ngo by a 
grand Jury, and every grand jury 
since then has had something to 
say about it. 
Had it not been for tho war, the 
Board of Supervisors before now 
would have 
made 
provision to 
meet the conditions. 
Plans were 
well along when construction was 
made impossible by federal orders. 
One grand jury 
recommended 
that a hall of records be built at 
the northwest corner of the court­ 
house grounds. 
Another grand Jury recommend­ 
ed that a third story be added to 
the present court house. Somebody 
else proposed a north extension 
that would place an addition over 
the present jail. Suggestions in­ 


numerable have been made. 
There are a dozen people who 
can tell exactly where a new hall 
of records ought to be built, and 
each of the dozen has a different 
location in view. 
The present grand jury makes 
itself very plain upon the subject 
as to the need of additional room 
for Department No.
